T he 
chain store tax of 1937. imposing a 
levy of $1 to $500 based on the nu m ­ 
ber of stores uncier one ownership, 
was declared unconstitutional by the 
D auphin county court today. 
The act applied to chain stores 
and theatres. 
G overnor Jam es said he m ay order 
an appeal to the Suprem e court "to 
learn th e final sta tu s of the act" u n ­ 
less his attorney general advises him 
otherw ise. 
He said if the D epartm ent of Ju s­ 
tice decided the D auphin decision 
was proper he would “let th e m a t­ 
te r rest.” 
President Judge W illiam M H ar- 
gest ruled th a t the tax was “con­ 
fiscatory” and th a t it violated the 
uniform taxation clause of th e state 
constitution. 
He g ranted a perm anent in ju n c­ 
tion retaining th e state from e n ­ 
forcing th e act. 
Judge H argest said in his opinion: 
“T he act, creating a pretended 
classification based solely on tile 
num ber of stores an d im posing taxes 
on th e several classes at different 
and progressively increasing rates is 
unjust, arb itrary illegal and w anting 
in uniform ity. 
“T he act classifying stores into 12 
separate classes solely upon th e basis 
of th e num ber of stores w ithin the 
com m onw ealth of Pennsylvania u n ­ 
der th e sam e general m anagem ent, 
supervision or ownership, and not 
upon the basis of any differences in 
kind or ch aracter between th e same, 
constitutes an invalid classification.” 
Two score chain stores attacked 
th e constitutionality of the tax.

Gettysburg Rail-Road : All sus­ 
pense as to the fate of this impor­ 
tant public work is now at an end. 
It is to be discontinued on the 1st 
of March next. 
The 
resolution 
to this effect, 
which passed the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. came up in the Senate 
on Tuesday last, and after a dis­ 
cussion of three days, was passed 
through committee by that body 
with 
a 
proviso offered by 
Mr. 
Strohm. directing the Canal Com­ 
missioners 
to 
take measures to 
protect the culverts and guard rails

New York (AP)—In 60 years since 
the so-called

covered on Mars, science has not 
been able to rule out absolutely the 
possibility of living beings on the red 
planet. 
Two kinds of beings are still pos­ 
sible there. 
One is the “life as we know it” 
sort, m eaning oxygen breathers like 
men. 
Astronomers have definitely 
established 
th a t 
Mars 
has 
only 
about one-thousandths tne oxygen 
in its air th a t is present on earth. 
No hum an could live there without 
an oxygen helm et. 
Mars Shy On Oxygen 
But, as pointed out by Dr. Henry j 
Norris Russell of Princeton Uni- 
versity, one of the world’s great i 
astronom ers, persons on Mars, of J 
no greater intelligence than m an. 1 
could 
have 
learned 
to 
extract 
oxygen to use for breathing p u r­ 
poses. 
A long tim e ago Mars is i 
presumed to have had more abun­ 
dant oxygen. 
The other sort of person on M ars 
would be “anerobic,” th at is, not 
needing oxygen. 
Among bacteria 
and a few other low forms of life 
on 
earth, 
there 
are 
“anerobes.” 
They live without oxygen. 
So, if 
evolution 
is 
plausible, 
life m ight 
develop on M ars with little need 
for oxygen. 
M ars’ 
tem perature, around 
the 
equator, in sum m er is about 50 de­ 
grees F ahrenheit. 
This has been 
accurately 
m easured 
by 
astron­ 
omers. 
Clouds have been seen in 
telescopes. 
They 
seem 
to stand 
about 15 miles above the surface. 
They may be huge dust storms.

A few “canals” are two thou­ 
sand miles or more long, alm ost 
the planet's face a t odd angles. 
Short feeders, like telephone cross- 
trees, enter them at some places.

Some areas on Mars turn dis­

If M artians have found out 
how to get atomic energy, it is likely 
they also have the m aterials and

But no M artians have arrived, so 
th a t this speculation, like all the 
others, ends in the verdict — no 
evidence of higher forms of life on 
Mars.
